Blood in Nigeria 


Public execution by ring squad of 30 
Nigerian Army officers and one civilian for 
alieged involvement in an abortive coup last 
month is the act of frightened military 
rulers, unsure of their support elther in the 
armed forces or the country as 8 whole. The 
macabre exhibition on a beach near Lagos 
furnishes the most striking contrast imag- 
mable to the magnanimous treatment of 
the military and civilian leaders of secession- 
ist Biafra by Gen. Yakubu Gowon at the 
end of Nigeria's civil war im 1970. 

For the existing Lagos regime ft is πὸ 
answer to say that people must be taught 
not to overthrow government, even if it 
were clear—which it is not—that executions 
are effective deterrents. The fact is that 
Gen. Murtaia Mohammed; the chief of state 
who was Mourdered in the February coup, and 
his sucessor, Gen, Olusegun Obasanjo, came 
to power themselves by overthrowing Gen- 
eral Gowon’s government last July. 

The trials of the accused were conducted 
fm secret by a milltary tribunal, so there 


is no basis for judging the so-called “confes- 
sions,” reported by Lagos ratio, or the alle- 
gations that General Gowon, now studying 
politics at a British university, was implicat- 
ed in the plot. General Gowon has denied 
any involvement and it is inconceivable, 
given the present climate In Lagos, that 
Britain would agree to his extradition. 
Whatever the case against him—and the 
truth may never be known—it is a matter 
for widespread regret that one of those 
executed was Maj. Gen. L D. Bissala, former 
defense minister. AS commander in the 
former Biafran heartland after the civil war, 
General Bissala did perhaps more than any 
individual except General Gowon himself to 
enforce a policy of reconciliation and reinte- 
gration for the secessionists. Nigeria can il 
afford the loss of such a talent. His execu~ 
tion and that of so many others 15 not likely 
to increase confidence in the present military 
rulers of Africa's biggest and richest country.
